OVER ‘IN: FOUR | 
' MINUTES 


MAN SMILES AT 
DEATH . 


~ A murder trial which in be- 
Heved to be the shortest on re- 
cord took place at the Old 
Railey, London, when, in four 
minutes after entering the 
dock, a man was sentenced to 
death. 


Entering the dock with a broad 
smile on his face, and gazing 
round the Court in an amused 
way, James Robert Vent, 37) a 
miner, of Church ‘Street, Camber- 
well, was charged with the murder 
of Clementina Balchin by cutting 
her throat witha razor, 


When the Clerk of the Court 
called upon him to plead, Vent, ‘in 
a loud voice, with a smile on his 
face, replied “Guilty.” 


“Have you anyone appearing for 
you?” the Clerk asked.

London, Mar. 15. 

Deaf people from all parts of 
the world will hold = an_ inter- 
national. games rally) here 
August 17 to 24. 

There are seventeen nations offil- 
{ated to the Comite International des 
Sports Silencioux (International Com- 
rulttee of Silent Sports), and fifteen 
of them are definitely competing. 
These ure Austria, Belgium, Czech 
Slovakia, Denmark, Finland, France, 
Germany, Great Britain, Holland, Hun- 
gary, Italy, Norway, Poland, Sweden, 
Switzerland. The United States and 
Japan are alao expected to send teams, 

The track and field eventa will cover 
the complete Olympic programme with 
the exceptions of the marathon, 
steeplechase, hop-stop-Jump, cross- 
country race, decathlon, hammer- 
throw, and walking. Four competi- 
tors from cach country may take part 
in cach event, 

The women will have the 100-metres 
high Jump, hrond jump, shot-put, and 
400-metres relay. - 

There will also be swimming— 
seven events for men, and four for 
women; diving, cycling, Jown tennis, 
and association football, 

The first international deaf mect 
was in Paris in 1924, ‘when_ nine 
nations participated, and the Inter- 
national Committee was founded. 
At Amsterdam in 1928 ten nations 
took part; at Nuremberg, in 1931, 
there were 14.' ‘ 
The world's records for deaf athloten 

are not imposing, and it is doubtful 
whether they can ever be first-class, 
This is because the number of deaf 
people is comparatively small, and 
they are much handicapped where

and Denmark. In 1907 Finland camo 
in, and tn 1910 Norway mado it ao 
four-cornered match. 

In 1916 Vienna and Budapest began

O-!'matches,. and in 1922 France and 


Belgium played the first international 
footbnil match confined to deaf 
players. 

In. the first comprehensive inter- 
national gamern in’1924 France swopt 
tho bonards,—thanks to a vaat super- 
jority In athletics and cycling. At 
Amsterdam {fn 192B-Germany, a now 
competitet, won with 12644 points to 
France’s -106.
